A homeless man appeared 
in court yesterday accused 
of murdering his friend at a 
house in St Helens. 

Jamie Hughes, 33, of no fixed 
address, appeared before 
Liverpool Crown Court af¬ 
ter being formally charged 
with the murder of Paul John 
Tully,35. 

He was remanded in cus¬ 
tody and is next due to appear 
before the same court for a 
plea and case management 
hearing on November 24. 


A provisional three-day tri¬ 
al has been scheduled for the 
week commencing February 

9,2015. 

Police had been called to 
a house on Beacon Grove, 
Blackbrook, at about 2.20am 
last Thursday (August 14) after 
receiving a report that a man 
had been assaulted. 

It is believed that it was 
in fact Hughes himself who 
called police to the scene. 

When officers arrived, the 
victim had already died. 

Medical evidence point¬ 
ed to him having been 
the victim of “a sustained 
attack”.

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Benefit cash delays 
are causing misery

A FI VE-week wait for ben¬ 
efit payments could push St 
Helens residents into rent 
arrears, a leading union has 
said. 

Concerns have been voiced 
that newjob-seekers are being 
adversely affected under Uni¬ 
versal Credit (UC), launched in 
the borough last month. 

Union TUC said an average 
of1,035 St Helens residents a 
month are starting job-seek¬ 
ers allowance claims and 
could be affected. 

UC, the flagship scheme of 
the government’s welfare re¬ 
form programme, is a monthly 
payout combining several ex¬ 
isting benefit payments. 

The Department for Work 
and Pensions (DWP) said 
waits for benefit payments 
were commonplace and UC 
was making the system fairer 
and more efficient. 

TUC regional secretary 


Lynn Collins said: “We know 
workers in the North West 
have suffered cuts in real earn¬ 
ings over the last five years. 

“Help should be there 
when it is needed, but instead 
people will be left to rely on 
food banks and pay day loans 
to see them through and wait. 

“Welfare reform is one 
thing but the five week wait 
is a collective punishment for 
anyone who loses their job. 

“People need to focus on 
finding new work, instead of 
being stressed-out about how 
they will pay the rent, feed the 
kids and keep the heating on.” 

Only a fraction of St Helens 
claimants are currently part of 
the Universal Credit system,

which is being rolled out in 
stages across the region. 

It is only available to single 
claimants but could be avail¬ 
able to couples and families 
later in the year. 

A spokesman for the DWP 
said: “Universal Credit is a vi¬ 
tal reform that will simplify 
the benefits system and make 
work pay. The seven-day wait¬ 
ing period for benefits is not 
limited to Universal Credit but 
will apply to out-of-work ben¬ 
efits under the current sys¬ 
tem too. People can apply for 
an advanced benefit payment 
if needed. 

“Paying benefits monthly 
is an important part of Univer¬ 
sal Credit because it replicates 
the world of work and makes 
the transition to employment 
much smoother. We have 
matched this with increased 
budgeting support. 

“Many people find a job 
quickly, and people who have 
recently become unemployed 
have money from their final 
pay packet to help make ends 
meet.”

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Fake accident used to steal car from 
Good Samaritan who stopped to help

A motorist had her expen¬ 
sive car stolen after two men 
staged a fake accident to trick 
her, a court heard 

Cyclist Jack Cartwright 
pretended that she had 
knocked him off his hike as 
they were travelling Ashton- 
in-Makerfield and she got out 
of her VW Tiguan 4x4 to help 
him. 

He told Good Samaritan, 
Anne Boydell, that his ankle 
had been injured and was 
swelling but unbeknown to 
him she was a retired nurse 
and so she asked him to show 
her his other ankle so she 
could compare them. 

24-year-old Cartwright 
took his socks off and she in¬ 
stantly spotted that he was 
wearing an electronic tag and 
realised that it was a scam, 
said Peter Barr, prosecuting. 

But another man suddenly 


appeared, jumped into her ve¬ 
hicle and drove off and Cart¬ 
wright leapt onto his bike and 
followed him, Mrs Boydell 
was left stranded without her 
phone or handbag, which had 
been in the car and contained 
a large sum of cash and her 
house keys. 

Police recovered Cart¬ 
wright’s socks at the scene in 
Ashton-in-Makerfield but be¬ 
fore his DNA could be found on 
them he had been identified 
from CCTV footage and was 
arrested on July 8. 

His accomplice, who is 
known to police, has not yet 
been tracked down and the 
vehicle, worth £15,000 is also 
still missing. It was spotted 
several days after the incident 
with false registration plates 
and being driven by the other 
man, said Mr Barr. 

At the time of the theft, on 
June 19, Cartwright had the 
tag fitted and had a suspended 
prison sentence hanging over 
him after a criminal damage 
offence. 


Jailing him for two years 
today. Judge Alan Conrad, QC, 
told Cartwright today that he 
had “a dreadful record” and 
that it had been “a sophisti¬ 
cated offence”. 

He pointed out that Cart¬ 
wright had decided not to 
tell police where the car was, 
though he has since revealed 
where he last saw it, and said 
he was concerned about Cart¬ 
wright’s unremorseful atti¬ 
tude when interviewed by a 
probation officer. 

The judge ordered that 
the 12-week suspended sen¬ 
tence which Cartwright had 
breached shouldbe served con¬ 
secutively and he banned him 
from driving for two years. 

Cartwright, of Phoenix 
Brow, St Helens, had plead¬ 
ed guilty at Liverpool Crown 
Court to theft, 

Tammy Mitchell, defend¬ 
ing, said that Cartwright, who 
has 16 previous convictions, 
“understands the seriousness 
of the offence and that it was 
totally unacceptable,”

The van had been trav- 
elling from Liverpool 
Crown Court, where Neary 
had appeared in relation to 
a burglary conspiracy case, 
to a local prison as he had 
been remanded in custody. 

Initial searches drew a 
blank but police have since 
confirmed that a 30-year- 
old man was arrested on 
suspicion of escaping from 
lawful custody in St Helens 
on Monday evening (Au¬ 
gust 18). 

Officers added that they 
are no longer looking for 
Peter Neary.

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Globetrotting gardener strikes gold

A top landscape gardener 
from St Helens has scooped a 
global prize at the Singapore 
Garden Festival - South East 
Asia’s version of Chelsea. 

Andrew Wilson, together 
with business partner Gavin 
McWilliam, won a gold med¬ 
al and best in show for their 
eye-catching nine-metre tall 
Sacred Grove garden design. 
Amazingly, the garden, de¬ 
signed to be both spiritual and 
reflective, was built in the gar¬ 
dens by the bay in just three 
weeks! 

Andrew said: “There were 
top garden designers from the 
UK, Australia, New Zealand 
and America there, so to win 
was absolutely fantastic, 

“1 heard that 100,000 peo¬ 
ple had passed through the 
gates throughout the festival 
too, so it was quite a big deal, 
“Singapore is such a dense¬ 
ly populated island that they 
actually have a policy of plant¬ 
ing on all their buildings, 

“It’s such a hot and humid 
place that we wanted to cre¬ 


ate an area that was shady and 
cool too, 

“We combined tropical 
Singapore planting with an 
English-style meadow, using 


orchids and grasses, I think 
our garden stood out because 
of its ambitious architecture 
too, 

“It clearly struck a chord 


with the judges!” 

Andrew, 54, was born in 
the old Gowley Hill Hospital 
and grew up in Thatto Heath 
before moving to Eccleston, 


He recalled how, at 13, he 
was “one of those annoying 
children who knew exactly 
what they wanted to do” and- 
decided to follow a friend of 


the family’s daughter into 
landscape architecture, 
Andrew, who now lives in 
Ghertsey, near London, be¬ 
came such an expert that he 
started teaching the disci¬ 
pline in 1984 and helped to 
create the London Gollege of 
Garden Design, 

He now juggles his work as 
a lecturer with writing books 
and carrying out private com- 
missions via the highly-re¬ 
garded Wilson McWilliam 
Studio, 

Last summer the RHS 
judge also created his first 
show garden at the Ghelsea 
Flower Show since 1995 - and 
was awarded a silver-gilt med¬ 
al for his efforts. 

He added: “Next year 
marks Singapore’s 60th anni¬ 
versary of independence, 
“Although the garden festi¬ 
val is normally held every two 
years, there was talk of them 
holding one next year to coin¬ 
cide with the anniversary, 
“We would definitely go 
back. It was a really interest¬ 
ing and rewarding experi¬ 
ence,”

Thousandsof 
recycling 
containers 
are stolen 

Thousands of recycling con¬ 
tainers have been reported as 
stolen across St Helens in the 
last 12 months. 

In total, 2,i6o black boxes, 
1,962 pink bags, 2,454 blue 
bags and 916 food caddies have 
been reported missing. 

Last week we also revealed 
that more than 1,000 wheelie 
bins had been reported as sto¬ 
len across St Helens in the last 
12 months. 

A council spokesman said: 
“We work closely with the po¬ 
lice to bring those responsible 
to justice, but householders 
can help to reduce this figure 
by ensuring their bins are put 
out at the designated collec¬ 
tion point by 6.30am on collec¬ 
tion day - and then brought in 
again as soon as possible after 
collection. 

“Experience shows that many 
bins are stolen after being left 
out for several days,” 

It is believed that a propor¬ 
tion of the missing bins and 
recycling containers may 
have been lost or accidentally 
tipped into bin lorries. 
Replacement wheelie bins 
are available - but at a cost of 
£17.50 each “to cover delivery 
and administration costs”. 
The Town Hall spokesman 
added: “It’s a good idea to 
make sure your house number 
is clearly displayed on your 
wheelie bin. 

“Residents can paint their 
house number on the side of 
the bin or use identification 
stickers - where you can add 
this information - available 
from our contact centre, tele¬ 
phone 01744 676789 or e-mail: 
contactcentre@sthelens,gov. 
uk 

“As well as deterring would-be 
thieves, it makes it easier for 
people to identify and reclaim 
their own bin from collection 
points.”

To get rid of stomach pains 
which had been troubling her 
for three weeks a 67-year-old 
woman threw herself from a 
balcony at Providence Hospi¬ 
tal onto a concrete courtyard 
some 25ft below. 

Sadly, Martha Walsh, of 
Bronte Street, Newtown, suc¬ 
cumbed to her injuries in the 


same hospital a week later. 

A student nurse told how she 
heard a noise while Ms Walsh 
was in the bathroom and 
quickly realised that the pa¬ 
tient had let herself out onto 
the balcony. 

When going onto the balcony 
herself she saw Ms Walsh ly¬ 
ing on the courtyard below. 


A sailor was found guilty of 
hitting a bus conductor fol¬ 
lowing a trial at St Helens 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Francis Toole, 26, of HM ship 
“Blackcap” had denied wil¬ 
fully assaulting trolleybus 
conductor Thomas Johnson. 
But he was convicted follow¬ 
ing a short trial. 


One witness told how the 
defendant had been turned 
away from a bus on Bridge 
Street because it was too full. 
When the bus then stopped 
a few yards down the road 
because of a faulty rear light, 
Toole approached the con¬ 
ductor and struck him in the 
head. 


The adventures in France 
of Cpl George Pumford, 28, 
of Clock Face Road, were re¬ 
counted by an eye-witness 
serving alongside the St Hel¬ 
ens soldier during the Second 
World War. 

“It was a fine show. My lads

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Arrested 

pensioners 

revealed

More than 120 pensioners 
have been arrested on suspi- 
con of committing a criminal 
offence in St Helens over the 
four years. 

Figures released under Free¬ 
dom of Information rules 
show that in 2013/14,27 adults 
aged 65 and over were arrest¬ 
ed for crimes. 

Of these, 22 were aged 65 to 

69 and five were aged between 

70 and 79. 

This figure has fallen from 
33 in previous period, which 
included three OAPs in their 
80s and eight in their 70s. 

The number of arrests has 
fluctuated, with 34 in 2011/12 
and 27 in 2010/11. 

The most serious offence 
in 2013/14 was rape, where 
one pensioner was arrested; 
three for actual bodily harm; 
and two for wounding. 


There were two cases of 
theft, and two for burglary. 

One OAP was arrested over 
an offence of criminal damage, 
one was arrested for harass¬ 
ment, whilst five were in trou¬ 
ble for breach of peace. 

Three pensioners were 
reprimanded for being drunk 
and disorderly and two were 
arrested for drink driving of¬ 
fences. 

Of the 27 pensioners arrest¬ 
ed, 10 were charged and sent to 
court; two were sent to prison; 
three were given fines and one 
was given a curfew as part of a 
community order. 

A Merseyside Police 
spokesman said officers take 
all reports seriously - regard¬ 
less of the age of the suspect. 

He added: “The decision to 
arrest anyone, regardless of 
age, is never taken lightly and 
officers will always explore 
other options, where appro¬ 
priate, to resolve a situation 
before taking a person into 
custody.”

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Infotuated knror 
went to Haydock 
races to stalk his ex 


An infatuated man stalked his 
ex-girlfriend - even tracking 
her down when she went to 
the races at Haydock Park. 

Andrew Carr did laps around 
the racecourse scouring the 
faces of thousands of race¬ 
goers until he spotted the 
woman in the Tattersalls en¬ 
closure. 

Carr, whose ex was out cele¬ 
brating her father’s birthday, 
sprinted over and pleaded 
with her to give him just five 
minutes so they could talk. 
The woman’s father then ad¬ 
vanced on Carr and he fled, 
having paid £45 to get into the 
racecourse and spendingjust 
minutes there. 

Carr had previously turned 
up on his ex’s doorstep, on his 
knees, begging her to come 
back to him after bombard¬ 
ing her with text messages, e- 
mails and letters. 


In a victim impact statement, 
the woman said: “1 was already 
a complete wreck from what 
he had done before and 1 start¬ 
ed shaking.” 

Carr, 45, of Burlington Road, 
Blackpool, admitted harass¬ 
ing the woman between July 
29 and August 10 this year. 
Pam Smith, prosecuting, said 
despite receiving a harass¬ 
ment warning from police, 
Carr continued to send nu¬ 
merous e-mails, text messag¬ 
es, voicemails and a letter to 
his former girlfriend telling 
her how he still loved her and 
wanted her back. 

But the last straw was when he 
appeared at Haydock races on 
August 9. The victim’s father 
confirmed Carr’s behaviour 
was making his daughter ill 
and she had to have company 
when she went out. 

Steven Townley, defending, 
said the couple had previous¬ 


ly broken up but got together 
again. Carr’s girlfriend then 
ended the relationship once 
more, but he felt they could get 
back together again. 

Mr Townley said: “He contin¬ 
ued his wooing of her. He felt 
some confidence because they 
had previously resumed their 
relationship. He was not stalk¬ 
ing her when he went to the 
races. He had been supposed 
to go on the outing originally. 
“All he wanted was five min¬ 
utes with her, but he accepts 
he went too far. He says there 
will be no further contact with 
her and that he has got the 
message loud and clear that 
their relationship is over.” 
Carr was bailed for pre-sen¬ 
tence reports and will be 
sentenced at a later date by 
Blackpool magistrates. 

He was granted conditional 
bail.

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Families can save money en schoel meals

FROM September, parents 
of primary school pupils in 
St Helens could save a com¬ 
bined £1.8m a year on school 
lunches. 

More than 4,700 local young¬ 
sters aged between four and 
seven are now eligible for free 
school lunches - many from 


families who have previous¬ 
ly spent up to £400 a year on 
homemade packed lunches. 

While free school meals are 
means tested for all children 
from year three onwards, they 
are now available to all chil¬ 
dren in reception, year one 
and year two. 

Government’s standards 
for school meals mean that 
parents can also feel secure 
in the knowledge that their 
children will receive a healthy. 


nutritious lunch - something 
which studies have shown 
contributes to improved con¬ 
centration and learning in the 
classroom. 

Evidence also shows that 
only around one per cent of 
homemade lunches meet 
these standards. 

It is hoped the changes 
will also help cut the levels of 
childhood obesity. 

Earlier this month the Re¬ 
porter revealed that children 


in St Helens as young as four 
are to be offered places on new 
healthy eating classes follow¬ 
ing a worrying rise in child¬ 
hood obesity. 

More than one in five local 
youngsters are now classed as 
obese by the time they reach 
year six. 

Deputy Prime Minister 
Nick Clegg, who is spearhead¬ 
ing the new initiative, said: 
“Free school meals for in¬ 
fants will not only save fami¬ 


lies hundreds of pounds a year 
but will also have an impact on 
how a child performs in the 
classroom so that, regardless 
of their background, every 
child can have the best possi¬ 
ble start in life. 

“Pupils at the pilot schools 
who were all given free meals 
were found to be up to two 
months ahead of their peers 
elsewhere. 

“This is one of the most 
progressive changes to our 


school system for a long time. 
My goal is to create a level play¬ 
ing field for all of our children 
so their success will be deter¬ 
mined by their talents and ef¬ 
forts alone and not by their 
parents’ bank balance.” 

The new policy is just one 
aspect of the work that the 
Government is doing to im¬ 
prove the provision of meals in 
schools and transform what 
children eat in schools and 
how they learn about food.

£500,000 lottery grant to 
improve the borough’s sports 
facilities will help encourage 
more young people to get ac¬ 
tive. 

Ruskin Drive has been con¬ 
firmed as one of 2i sites across 
the country set to share a 
£7. im lottery investment from 
Sport England’s improvement 
fund. 

Three new floodlit artifi¬ 
cial grass pitches are set to be 
created to cater for football, 
rugby and tennis. 

St Helens Council leader 
Barrie Grunewald said: “This 
is a huge boost for sport in St 
Helens - and will help even 
more young people to get ac¬ 
tive. 

“Even though there are 
record numbers of 16 to 25 
year-olds now involved in 
sport every week, the new 
facilities at Ruskin Drive will

help even more young people 
to develop a sporting habit for 
life.” 

Sport England is investing 
between up to £500,000 to im¬ 
prove sports facilities so the 
changing demands of young 
people are met whilst deliver¬ 
ing an improved sporting ex¬ 
perience. 

Charles Johnston, of Sport 
England, said: “We know peo¬ 
ple have a better experience of 
sport when they have good fa¬ 
cilities in which to play. This is 


why we’re investing in St Hel¬ 
ens Council to improve their 
facilities so they are more ap¬ 
pealing to young people, and 
help us to get them developing 
a lifelong sporting habit.” 

Between 2012 and 2017, 
Sport England is set to in¬ 
vest £45m of lottery funding 
through the improvement 
fund into medium-sized 
projects to improve grass¬ 
roots sport facilities. The next 
round of funding will open on 
Septembers.

Teens and alcohol can be a dan¬ 
gerous combination. The fourth 
in our Real Lives series, shares the 
story ofYvonne, who tells us about 
what happened when her teen 
drank alcohol at a house party. 

“We really care about our 
daughters Michelle (i6) and Ev- 
ie (12), both beautiful and clever 
girls. We try to be good parents 
and work hard to make our home 
safe and happy. Evie looks up to 
her big sister and copies every¬ 
thing she does. 

“Last year Michelle worked re¬ 
ally hard to pass her GCSEs and we 
were all thrilled with the results. 
We were really pleased that she 
was making something of her life. 

“Ofcourse her friends all want¬ 
ed to celebrate and Michelle told 
us that her friend (who we know 
well) was having a house party and 
that there would be alcohol at the 
party. 

“I can’t say that I was pleased, 
especially when she asked us to 
buy her some alcohol to take with 
her to the party - but I was told 
there would be parental super¬ 
vision and that all of her friends 
were going. 

“I thought that it would be safer 
than drinking on the streets and I 
didn’t want her to be the odd one 
out. At least she was being open 
with us. In the end I bought her 
three Alco pops and gave her lots 
of warnings and advice. 

“At about 10:30pm, that’s when 
I got the phone call. What I hadn’t 


banked on was that there would 
be others bringing lots of alco¬ 
hol to the party and ‘smuggling 
drinks’ in. 

“Michelle who, despite think¬ 
ing she was all grown up, was 
mixing her drinks and getting 
completely drunk to the point 
that someone called an ambu¬ 
lance and she ended up in A&E. 

“She was all right thank good¬ 
ness, but it was such an upsetting 
and embarrassing experience. 
We even got a call from a worker 
at the young people’s alcohol team 
to check that everything was ok -1 
couldn’t apologise enough. When 
I think of what might have hap¬ 
pened and the state she was in, it 
makes my blood run cold. 

“My advice to any parent in the 
same situation would be to be as¬ 
sertive and don’t get caught up in 
the ‘peer pressure trap’ yourself. 

“You can’t be with them all the 
time but you can set an example 


yourself, answer their questions 
about alcohol honestly and make 
sure they know that they have 
choices and have thought through 
howto handle any situations that 
are likely to arise, in advance. 

“Make sure they are aware of 
the dangers to their health and 
give them advice about howto stay 
safe. I would never have forgiven 
myself if there had been lasting 
damage.”

P lans to offer healthy 
free school meals to 
all St Helens school- 
children aged be¬ 
tween four and seven 
can only be a good thing. 

Not only will it save scores of 
parents having to fork out on 
homemade packed lunch¬ 
es, it will also ensure that 
their children are enjoying 
healthy, nutritious lunches. 
While free school meals are 
currently means tested for 
all children from year three 
onwards, they are now avail¬ 
able to all children in recep¬ 
tion, year one and year two.

It’s an unfortunate statistic 
that victims of crime are the 
most likely to become victims 
again so it’s important that vic¬ 
tims learn from the mistakes 
which caused them to become 
victims in the first place. 

My bloodied face was plas¬ 
tered across the front page 
of the Reporter in 2007 after 
I was attacked and hospital¬ 
ised for the second time. I read 
‘Dead or Alive: the choice is 
yours’ by Geoff Thompson, 
a martial artist and former 
nightclub doorman, and the 
advice in that book helped me 
to recognise how I became a 
victim in the first place and 


has literally saved me from be¬ 
ing attacked on at least three 
separate occasions since after 
following the advice in the 
book.

Clearly that’s far too many 

- and while the bins are re¬ 
placed by the council, there’s 
a £17.50 charge to household¬ 
ers to cover delivery and ad¬ 
ministration costs each time 
one goes missing. 

We work closely with the 
police to bring those respon¬ 
sible to justice, but residents 
can help to reduce this figure 
by ensuring their bins are 
put out at the designated 
collection point by 6.30am 
on collection day - and then 
brought in again as soon as 
possible after collection. 

Experience shows that 
many bins are stolen after be¬ 
ing left out for several days. 

It’s also a good idea to 
make sure your house 
number is clearly dis- 
V played on your wheelie 

bin. Residents can paint 
^ their house number 
- on the side of the bin or 
use identification stick¬ 
ers - where you can add 
this information - avail¬ 
able from our contact 
centre, telephone 01744 
676789 or email contact- 
centre@sthelens.gov.uk 
As well as deterring 
would-be thieves, it 
makes it easier for people 
to identify and reclaim 
their own bin from col¬ 
lection points.
